All that—re- 
sulting from importing wool duty free 
and selling it with a tax of 100 per 
cent, on competing importations—'goes 
to the manuactnrerB and speculators 
who have been bringing over shiploads 
of wool.

year. Such a measure would 
have 


aided the revenues of the government 
and would have benefited consumers, 
but would not have paid campaign 
debts.

prepared by Senator Hoar in the ease 
of H. W. Corbett, claiming a seat from 
Oregon by appointment of the 
gov- 


ernor, has been printed for the use of 
the committee. After, reviewing the 
situation in the Oregon legislature the 
report continues: 


"It is clear, whatever may have been 


the nature of the organization of the 
legisiature, that it had dispersed and 
come to an end before March 3, 1897, 
when the vacancy in the office of sen- 
ator took 
place by the limit of the 


term to which Mr. Mitchell had been 
chosen and which he had held for six 
years. Any choice or appointment 
made after that time must be a choice 
or appointment for less than six years. 


"It is well settled by a practice which 


has existed from the foundation of the 
government 
that vacancies so occur- 


ring after the beginning of a constitu- 
tional term may be filled by the legis- 
lature. If that be true they may b< 
filled by the, executive beard of the 
Btute during the reces of the legisla- 
ture. The legislature is only author- 
ized by the constitution to fill such va- 
cancies as might be fliled by the ex- 
ecutive by temporary appointment un- 
tiJ.-tftie next meting of the legislature.
